AIL INCOME TAX 


AS TRUE REFORM 


Experts in Session at Milwau- 
kee Listen to Defense of 
. Proposed Change. 


MARY GOVERNORS THERE. 


Wiseonsin and Harvard Profess- 
ors Among the Speakers 
at Convention. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 80.—Governors of 
several states, tax commissioners, and Many 
others who have made a study of the ques- 
tion of taxation, state and local, are gathered 
in Milwaukee to attend the fourth annual 
convention of the Internationa] Tax associa- 
tion. Great Britain is represented by two

This afternoon was given over to routine 
matters, while tonight several papers bear- 
ing on various subjects pertaining to taxes

“An income tax as a substitute for the 
property tax on certain forms of personalty 
in the state of Wisconsin,“ was the subject 
of an address by Prof. T. S. Adams of the 
University of Wisconsin. Prof. Adams 
warmly indorsed the income tax as, a prac- 
tical substitute for the present tax on per- 
sonal property in Wisconsin. 

His plan proposes the simple abolition of 
personal property’ taxation in the country, 
except on farm animals, and the substitution 
of an income tax for the taxation of personal 
property in cities and villages. 


Income Tax for Local Purposes. 


According to this plan, the income tax 
would be levied for local purposes only and
